Here the doctor read a letter from
Prof. Lewis, showing that two more teachers
were needed In the High seliool.

My, Akin sald that he conld endorze nll
that hnd been sald by Dr. Duryéa with
reference to Mise McGee, He had wvoted
ageninst her, but not on aceount of her relig-
lous views.
